HOW WEEDS WINTER OVER 

It is well that a farmer should 
know the different kinds of weeds 
in order to be able to combat thm. 
When growth is checked in the fall 
of the year, the interesting quest¬ 
ion arises at to what becomes of 
the various weeds at that time 
What provision is made for the 
survival and renewal the following 
year? This should be known so 
that suitable opportunity may be 
taken to attack and exterminate 
them, says Geo. A. Elliott, Seed 
Laboratory Services. Dominion De¬ 
partment of Agriculture, Ottawa. 

Weeds are commonly classified 
as annuals, biennials and peren¬ 
nials Annual weeds are those that 
germinate in spring or early sum¬ 
mer, grow and. reproduce before 
winter, dfing naturally or when 
caught by autumn frosts, and leav¬ 
ing its progeny tucked away with¬ 
in seed coats capable of with¬ 
standing winter’s adversities. For 
the annual, therefore, it is the 
seed that holds the strategic posit¬ 
ion, and its importance is well at¬ 
tested by the abundance of its seed 
as compared with other weeds 
For most annuals, any practice 
which will hasten spring germina¬ 
tion. is all to tft> good. Most an¬ 
nuals are thus started before any 
crop is in the way of their rest- 
ruction. Winter annuals are able 
to zurvive the winter as seedlings. 
They are soon too sturdy to be eas¬ 
ily uprooted and some are in bloom 
by the time other vegetation Is 
starting. Winter annuals include 
such weeds as shepherd’s purse, 
stinkweed, tumbling mustard, false 
flax, and chess.

UNEARTH RELICS 
OF INDIAN CULTURE 

Evidences of two perhaps wid¬ 
ely separated generations of In¬ 
dian culture are believed-by Boyd 
Wettlaufer to have been brought 
to light by the New Mexico Un¬ 
iversity expedition of which he is 
in charge near Macleod. 

In a letter to the provincial de¬ 
partment of economic affairs Mr. 
Wettlaufer states that excavations 
of campsites at two levels, one a 
few inches from the surface and 
the other at ibout nine feet, yield¬ 
ed arrowheads of definitely dif¬ 
ferent cultural periods. The mat¬ 
erial at the lower level, he says, 
is more heavily patinated and 
more crudely manufactured than 
at the higher. 

Excavation at the adjacent buf¬ 
falo Jump, according to Mr. Wet¬ 
tlaufer, unearthed cultural mat¬ 
erial all the way from the surface 
to the eleven feet level, where 
digging is now going on. 

Considerable laboratory work re¬ 
mains to be done, Mr. Wettlaufer 
says, before conclusions can be 
drawn from any of the material 
brought to the surface.

the former method is equally ef¬ 
fective and is less bothersome. 
Four pounds per square rod is 
sufficient. Care should be taken 
to apply the chlorate well beyond 
the edge of the patch to ensure 
killing the creeping root stalks. 
It is not necessary to scythe down 
the couch before treatment unless 
there is danger of it ripening seed 
before it Is killed by the chemi-- 
cal. Possibly more effective than 
applying the four pounds at one 
tifne is to apply two pounds when 
the couch is heading and two 
pounds in the autumn. 

Since a patch of couch grass 
ten feet square will cost about 30 
cents to eradicate by the use of 
sodium chlorate, and since the soil 
of the treated area will be render¬ 
ed sterile for two or three years 
afterwards, it is obvious^ that the 
U9e of this chemical is limited to 
spot treatment. For large infest¬ 
ations or for fields heavily patched 
with couch cultural control must 
be used. The most effective meth- 
found at the Dominion Experi¬ 
mental Station Beaverlodge, Alta., 
says A. C. Carder, is surface work¬ 
ing by means of the one-way, 
starting in mid-June, followed by 
repeated and deeper tilling. In 
dry seasons heavy reduction to 
complete eradication, according 
to soil type, will be obtained. In 
wet years treatment -will have to 
extend over two seasons.

Couch grass, also known as 
quack, twitch, scutch, quitch, etc. 
according to district, is one of the 
most pernicious weeds with which 
a farmer has to contend. Method 
of control depends upon the ser¬ 
iousness of the infestation. Isolat¬ 
ed plants or small patches a few 
square feet in area can be readily 
disposed of by forking and care¬ 
ful removal of the roots while lar¬ 
ger patches of up to a square rod
